Hamsters are subject to a single 2 hour restraint in ventilated plexiglass tubes to induce acute stress. Animals are not 
preconditioned to the tubes. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For Federally mandated testing, see Item 6 below) 

The goal is to determine if acute stress prior to cardiac arrest affects the cardiac arrest outcome for animals exposed to 
different photoperiods. Restraint was chosen as the stressor to use. Thus, it becomes an integral component of the 
experimental paradigm that cannot be eliminated.

4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

Effects of social contact and stress on rate of wound healing is assessed between the sexes of monogamous and 
polygynous species. Deer mice undergo a punch biopsy under anesthesia to create two uniform full-thickness wounds in 
the dorso-rostrol area of ^e back. Post wounding analgesia are not used. Animals are restoined in a plexiglass tube for 
up to 2 hours per day for no more than 1 1 days. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For Federally mandated testing, see Item 6 beiow) 

The goal is to determine whether positive social contact effects the rate of wound healing in both monogamous and 
polygynous mice. In order to test tills hypothesis, a method of increasing blood levels of stress hormones is needed. 
Restraint was chosen as the stressor to use. Thus, it becomes an integral component of the experimental paradigm that 
cannot be eliminated. In addition, post-wounding analgesia are not used since it may alter wound healing rates.
